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Pharmaceutical 
exports  equal 
NHS  sales 

Pharmaceutical  companies  based  in  Britain  are  now  selling 
as  much  abroad  as  they  are  supplying  to  the  National  Health 
Service,  it  was  reported  this  week. 
According    to    Association  of 

PTon  medicines 
raised  £17.7  m 
in  1969-70 


the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry,  this  "unprecedented" 
situation  arises  from  expected 
record  exports  during  1970  of 
pharmaceutical  products. 

Exports  are  likely  to 
approach  the  £140  million 
mark  —  the  same  as  the  an- 
ticipated figure  for  the  phar- 
maceutical industry's  sales  to 
the  NHS. 

Announcing  this,  the  ABPI 
said  that  the  record  increase  in 
export  sales  followed  a  growing 
recognition  by  the  major  phar- 
maceutical companies  that  the 
quickest  and  most  profitable 
route  to  expansion  was  to  be 
found  in  overseas  markets. 

Price  reductions,  and  the 
effects  of  prescription  charges, 
have  slowed  the  growth  of 
NHS  sales. 

The  1970  export  figure, 
based  on  the  best  estimate 
available,  compares  with  £119m 
in  1969,  which  was  also  a 
record.  Pharmaceutical  exports 
from  the  UK  have  doubled  in 
the  past  seven  years,  putting 
Britain  in  the  top  four  phar- 
maceutical exporting  nations.

Working  party

most  suited  to  the  age  and  type 
of  their  flocks  and  to  their  par- 
ticular circumstances. 

Inactivated  vaccine  should 
continue  to  be  used  in  areas 
where  the  disease  is  not  preva- 
lent and  for  re-vaccination  in 
adult  and  growing  birds  already 
vaccinated  with  live  or  inacti- 
vated vaccine. 

The  live  Hitchener  Bl 
vaccine  should  be  used  to  pro- 
tect very  young  birds  in  the 
areas  where  the  disease  is 
prevalent.  The  best  results  are 
obtained  when  the  vaccine  is 
administered  at  1-3  days  of  age 
and  repeated  at  18-21  days. 

Because  live  vaccine  is 
cheaper  to  make  and  adminis- 
ter than  the  inactivated 
vaccine,  its  use  is  expected  to 
improve  the  general  level  of 
protection  in  the  poultry  in- 
dustry. 

Research 
appeal 

University  College  Hospital 
Medical  School  is  launching 
an  appeal  for  a  new  research 
institute.  A  minimum  of 
£50.000  a  year  would  be  re- 
quired to  finance  the  project, 
it  is  stated. 

Graduates  and  staff  of  the 
School  and  of  the  Hospital  are 
being  asked  to  contribute,  and 
the  appeal  brochure  reminds 
limited  companies  that  coven- 
anted gifts  are  not  subject  to 
corporation  tax.

The  oldest 
working  men 

The  search  to  find  Britain's 
oldest  working  men  instituted 
by  Pharmaton  (UK)  sales  Ltd 
(C&D,  November  28,  page  755) 
drew  nearly  400  letters.

The  company  was  so  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  four 
of  the  men.  although  in  their 
90's,  were  still  doing  a  full- 
time  job,  that  they  invited 
them  to  London  on  Wednes- 
day, December  16,  when  Mr 
G.  W.  Unruh,  managing  direc- 
tor, presented  each  of  them 
with  a  Swiss  watch  and  a 
cheque. 

Salary  claim 
for  Co-ops 

The  joint  trade  union  com- 
mittee for  retail  Co-operative 
employment  has  submitted  to 
the  national  wages  board  of 
of  the  Co-operative  Union  a 
claim  for  increases  in  wages 
for  all  employees  covered  by 
the  seven  national  agreements. 

The  claim  provides  for  an 
increase  of  £5  per  week  on  all 
adult  male  rates  and  for  female 
rates  to  be  fixed  at  92?  per 
cent  of  the  appropriate  male 
rate.

Stamp  duty 
claims 

The  Inland  Revenue  have  is- 
sued a  reminder  that  the  two- 
penny stamp  duties  on  cheques, 
promissory  notes,  receipts,  etc., 
are  to  be  abolished  as  from 
February  1 . 

Claims  for  repayment  of 
stamp  duty  in  respect  of  un- 
used cheques  can  only  be  met 
if  made  before  that  date. 
Claims  relating  to  embossed 
stamps  with  the  wording 
"Stamp  Duty  2d  paid"  should 
be  made  to  an  Inland  Revenue 
Stamp  Office  and  the  cheques 
surrendered. 

Where  substantial  stocks  of 
cheques  bearing  embossed 
stamps  are  likely  to  be  held  at 
the  end  of  lanuary  contact 
should  be  made  with  the  Stamp 
Office  well  in  advance  so  that 
arrangements  can  be  made  to 
avoid  the  need  to  destroy  the 
cheques  on  repayment. 

This  notice  does  not  relate 
to  duty  on  cheques  bearing  the 
printed  medallion.

Pay  negotiations 
in  Scotland 

Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  Committee  B  in  Scotland  are 
at  present  trying  to  work  out  a  formula  for  relating  the  earn- 
ings of  pharmacy  managers  to  the  number  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  in  different  types  of  pharmacy. 

That  information  is  given  in 
the  annual  report  for  1970  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  General 
Council  (Scotland).  Reason  for 
the  attempt  is  to  meet  an  ob- 
jection by  the  management  side 
to  figures  given  in  support  of 
a  staff  side  claim  in  April, 
1970,  for  a  notional  salary  of 
£3,500  for  a  working  pro- 
prietor. That  figure  comprised 
a  direct  managerial  salary  of 
£2.400,  employers'  charges  of 
£400  and  support  costs  of  £700. 

The  information  on  which 
the  figures  were  based  had  been 
obtained  from  132  pharmacies 
employing  managers  but  the 
management  side  consider  that 
too  high  a  proportion  of 
managers  employed  by  multiple 
firms  was  included  and  the 
figures  were  thus  not  typical. 

The  report  also  states  that 
the  staff  side  are  claiming  that 
provision  for  retirement 
annuity  of  working  proprietors 
should  be  calculated  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Finance  Act. 
which  allows  10  per  cent  of 
earnings  plus  10  per  cent  of 
profit  to  be  so  allocated. 

The  management  side  have 
accepted  a  proposal  that  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  a  rea- 
sonable rate  per  hour  for  rota 
services,  urgent  prescriptions 
and  oxygen  therapy  services, 
the  agreed  notional  remunera- 
tion should  be  regarded  as 
being  in  respect  of  a  40-hour 
week  and  a  48-week  year. 


Payment  for 
script  delivery 

The  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  has  decided  to  reim- 
burse to  chemist  contractors 
the  transport  costs  involved  in 
prescription  collection  and 
delivery  services. 

Services  must  be  operated 
under  the  approval  of  Execu- 
tive Councils  and  the  Scottish 
Department  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great 
Britain. 

The  arrangements  became 
effective  on  lanuary  1  and 
"will  be  reviewed  in  the  light 
of  experience." 

Welfare  orange 
juice  supplies 

Mr  lohn  Hannam  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Social 
Services  on  December  18.  1  >70, 
whether  he  was  aware  of  the 
continuing  concern  in  the 
dental  profession  about  the 
possible  harmful  effects  on 
children's  teeth  of  welfare 
orange  juice;  and  what  action 
he  proposed  to  take. 

Sir  Keith  Joseph  replied: 
"The  replacement  of  welfare 
orange  juice  as  a  source  of 
supplementary  vitamin  C  has 
been  under  consideration  in  my 
Department  some  time,  par- 
ticularly since  the  report  from 
the    Chief    Medical  Officer's 


expert  committee  on  Medical 
Aspects  of  Food  Policy,  which 
emphasised  the  dental  hazards 
involved  in  the  misuse  of  un- 
diluted fruit  syrups. 

"Since  the  necessary  vitamin 
C  can  now  be  made  available 
in  convenient  forms  which  do 
not  carry  the  same  risks,  I 
have  decided  to  place  no 
further  contracts  for  welfare 
orange  juice,  and  it  will  cease 
to  be  available  in  clinics  by  the 
end  of  1971. 

"As  far  as  young  children 
are  concerned.  I  am  proposing 
to  replace  welfare  orange  juice 
and  cod  liver  oil  with  a  new 
preparation  containing  vita- 
mins A.  D  and  C  to  be  adminis- 
tered in  the  form  of  drops.  I 
also  propose  to  arrange  for 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers, 
who  are  currently  entitled  to 
vitamin  A  and  D  tablets  as  well 
as  welfare  orange  juice,  to  be 
provided  with  vitamins  A,  D 
and  C  in  single  tablet  forms. 

Mr  C.  Simeons  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Trade 
and  Industry  on  December  16 
what  action  was  required  under 
the  Trade  Descriptions  Act  by 
a  firm  selling  a  chemical  which 
it  was  known  to  manufacture 
itself  but  which  in  fact  con- 
tained quantities  of  a  similar 
chemical  but  of  another  manu- 
facturer so  as  to  bring  this  fact 
to  the  notice  of  the  purchaser. 

Mr  N.  Ridley,  Under  Secre- 
tary, replied  "In  these  circum- 
stances the  firm  must  avoid 
giving  any  indication,  or  any- 
thing likely  to  be  taken  for  an 
indication,  that  the  goods  are 
wholly  of  its  own  manufac- 
ture." 

Pregnancy 
test  survey 

Over  half  the  women  applying 
for  a  private  pregnancy  test 
with  a  London  testing  service 
are  unmarried,  according  to  a 
survey  released  by  Belmont 
Laboratories  of  women  tested 
in  the  last  month. 

In  answering  a  questionnaire 
devised  to  discover  which 
groups  of  women  use  the  ser- 
vice and  why.  55  per  cent  of 
women  admitted  that  they 
were  not  married,  and  59  per 
cent  said  that  in  the  event  of 
a  positive  result  to  their  test, 
they  would  prefer  to  terminate 
the  pregnancy  rather  than  keep 
the  child  or  have  it  adopted. 

Of  the  single  women,  72  per 
cent  would  prefer  to  terminate 
than  continue  the  pregnancy. 
Of  married  women  45  per  cent 
would  want  to  keep  the  child. 
None  of  the  women  answering 
the  questionnaire  would  wish 
to  have  the  child  adopted. 
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1970  was  a  good 
year  for  chemists! 

Chemists  turnover  in  1970  is  likely  to  have  been  8  per  cent 
higher  than  in  1969,  according  to  the  "Annual  Chemist  Re- 
view" carried  out  by  A.  C.  Nielsen  &  Co,  the  Oxford-based 
market  research  organisation. 


The  predicted  figure,  which  is 
based  on  results  in  the  first 
three-quarters  of  the  year, 
would  be  double  the  increase 
shown  in  1969  over  1968. 

Statistics  on  which  the  re- 
port has  been  founded  cover 
the  period  October  '69-October 
'70.  On  this  basis  Nielsen  cal- 
culate that  during  1970. 
National  Health  Service  tak- 
ings increased  at  a  much 
faster  rate  than  over-the-coun- 
ter turnover,  which  showed  a 
5  per  cent  increase. 

The  NHS  share  of  total 
chemists  turnover  rose  to  41 
per  cent  in  the  12  months 
under  review  —  an  increase  of 
10  per  cent  in  10  years. 

The  report  stresses,  how- 
ever, that  previous  experience 
indicates  that  a  4s  prescription 
levy  will  lead  to  a  reduction 
in  dispensing,  "so  it  seems  un- 
likely that  chemists  can  look 
to  NHS  takings  to  maintain 
their  growth  rate  in  1971." 

No  NHS  golden  eggs 

It  is  pointed  out  that  as 
many  as  six  pharmacies  are 
closing  down  for  every  new 
one  opened.  "This  hardly  sug- 
gests that  the  National  Health 
Service  is  laying  any  golden 
eggs." 

So,  where  is  the  extra  busi- 
ness, that  will  be  necessary  to 
maintain  growth  rate,  going  to 
come  from?  Extra  business 
and  profit  is  needed  from  the 
counter  side,  particularly  in 
cosmetics  and  toiletries,  says 
Nielsen. 

The  5  per  cent  increase  in 
counter  turnover  between  1969 
and  1970  can  be  attributed 
mainly  to  price  increases,  states 
the  report,  although  in  some 
instances  gains  may  have  come 
from  the  marketing  of  new 
cosmetics  and  other  high-priced 
items.  It  is  suggested  that  the 
volume  of  counter  sales  was 
probably  down  on  the  year 
before. 

The  report  stresses  the  im- 
portance of  stock  rationalisa- 
tion and  stock  control.  It 
points  out  that  the  average  re- 
tail pharmacy  stocks  some 
3,750  items  and  that  stock  is 
turned  over  only  about  3.5 
times  a  year.  In  the  cosmetics 
sector,  stockturn  rate  may  be 
even  lower. 

The     figures     suggest  that 


some  rationalisation  would  be 
beneficial,  the  report  says. 
Among  independent  chemists 
the  "Nielsen"  figures  suggest 
that  there  is  a  trend  towards 
tighter  stock  control. 

There  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of 
chemists  availing  themselves 
of  local  cash  and  carry  faci- 
lities —  from  20  per  cent  two 
years  ago,  to  25  per  cent  last 
year  and  now  to  33  per  cent. 
The  movement  has  been  most 
marked  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  country.

Illegal  sale 
of  codeine 


John  Harley  Ltd,  Lower  Bel- 
grave  Street,  London  SW  1. 
were  recently  ordered  to  pay  a 
fine  of  £20,  with  £15  costs, 
when,  through  their  counsel 
they  pleaded  guilty  at  Maryle- 
bone  Court  to  a  summons  for 
unlawfully  selling  codeine 
phosphate,  at  their  Queensway, 
Paddington  branch. 

Mr  P.  J.  F.  Howe,  solicitor 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  brought  the  summons,  told 
the  magistrate  that  though  quite 
innocuous,  the  drug  should  not 
be  sold  unless  a  pharmacist 
was  there  to  supervise  the  sale. 

An  inspector  from  the 
Society  went  into  the  Queens- 
way    branch    on    August  1,

Science  papers 
at  Conference

form  in  which  scientific  contri- 
butions may  be  made  to  the 
1971  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  in  Glasgow,  Sep- 
tember 12-17.  There  are  two 
procedures  laid  down. 

Full  papers  should  be  of  a 
maximum  4.000  words  and 
must  be  received  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  science  committee 
by  February  1.  Edited  pre- 
prints of  the  final  papers  will 
be  made  available  before  the 
meeting,  and  authors  are  ex- 
pected to  prepare  a  statement 
of  about  600  words  in  which 
to  draw  attention  at  the  meet- 
ing to  points  of  special  interest 
and  the  reasons  prompting  the 
research  work. 

Abstracts  relating  to  original, 
previously  unpublished  work 
in  the  pharmaceutical  sciences 
will  also  be  accepted.  These 
should  be  of  200-500  words 
and  must  relate  to  a  specific 
topic.  They  must  be  simply  and 
precisely  written,  with  ade- 
quate data;  vague  generalities 
are  not  acceptable. 

The  abstracts  will  be  circu- 


lated as  reproductions  of  the 
author's  material,  but  it  is  sug- 
gested that  figures  are  best 
shown  as  slides.  Subsequent 
publication  of  the  paper  is  not 
precluded. 

A  time  of  15-20  minutes  will 
be  allotted  to  each  abstract,  of 
which  7-10  minutes  will  be  for 
the  author  and  the  remainder 
for  discussion.  The  abstract 
may  not  be  read  at  the  meeting, 
and  authors  should  concentrate 
on  amplification  and  explana- 
tion of  the  report.

THE  XRAYSER  COLUMN 


looking  backward 

I  imagine  that  most  people  pause  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
taking  stock  of  the  events  of  the  year,  and  inevitably,  casting 
a  backward  glance  on  the  twelve  months  passed.  Pharmaceu- 
tically,  if  the  years  have  been  many,  one  is  assailed  by  memo- 
ries of  an  entirely  different  world.  There  was  the  sudden  plunge 
from  schooldays  into  the  world  of  work  —  into  a  strange 
world  of  Winchester  quarts;  of  shop  rounds,  of  mahogany 
drawers  with  ornamental  glass  knobs  and  engraved  brass 
labels  having  strange  names.  The  drawers,  for  the  most  part, 
were  still  put  to  their  original  use,  and  one  found  chamomile 
flowers,  and  gentian  root  and  even  snake-like  clusters  of 
something  called  Rad :  Ipecac. 

We  started  our  career  by  making  a  large  assortment  of 
preparations  —  according  to  the  art  of  the  apothecary,  dis- 
covering in  the  process  that  much  art  and  hard  labour  had  a 
good  deal  in  common.  My  own  initiation  even  disclosed  that 
my  scholastic  career  had  certain  deficiencies.  For  example, 
none  of  the  masters  had  ever  considered  that  it  was  a  useful 
accomplishment  to  be  able  to  wrap  neatly,  in  a  square  of 
white  paper,  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  that  particular  com- 
pound rhubarb  powder  according  to  Gregory. 

From  such  a  humbling  experience,  I  proceeded  to  weigh 
and  fold  dozens  of  Seidlitz  powders  of  assorted  strengths. 
From  such  mundane  tasks,  one  advanced  to  ointments,  syrups, 
pills,  powders,  infusions,  decoctions,  cachets,  suppositories 
tinctures,  and  a  host  of  other  preparations,  many  of  which 
are  rarely  seen  today. 

Practical  experience 

I  have  referred  to  the  art  of  the  apothecary.  After  four  years 
of  training  of  the  most  practical  kind,  the  aptitude  for  tackling 
even  the  most  bizarre  preparation  had  been  acquired,  if  that 
is  not  too  hard  a  word  for  it  —  probably  absorbed  would  be 
more  apposite.  That,  it  seems  to  me,  after  some  experience 
of  the  postgraduate,  is  what  is  lacking  in  the  training  of  the 
student. 

He  has  undergone  a  period  of  selective  exercises  which 
cannot  possibly  produce  the  results  that  were  achieved  under 
the  old  apprentice  system.  It  is  true,  of  course,  that  the  oppor- 
tunities for  acquiring  that  experience  are  no  longer  with  us, 
owing  to  the  changes  in  prescribing  and  consequently  in 
pharmaceutical  practice,  and  a  wider  knowledge  of  day-to-day 
problems  could  be  attained  in  four  years  of  apprenticeship 
than  would  result  from  twice  that  period  under  present  condi- 
tions. But,  while  conceding  that,  what  I  find  sadly  lacking  is  the 
elementary  knowledge  of  how  to  set  about  the  simplest 
operations.  I  find  assistants  with  no  qualifications,  who  have 
been  trained  by  a  practising  pharmacist,  much  better  equipped 
and  of  much  greater  resource  than  the  trainee. 

Public  demand 

It  may  be  that  we  expect  too  much  of  the  newcomer;  for  the 
newly-qualified  of  thirty  or  more  years  ago  had  four  years  or 
more  of  practice  before  he  met  his  examiners.  It  may  be  that 
the  postgraduate  student  cannot  be  expected  to  know  of  such 
things  as  syrup  of  buckthorn,  tincture  of  gentian,  tincture  of 
asafoetida  or  orrisroot,  but  the  public,  at  some  time  or 
another,  does.  I  admit  that  much  of  that  is  unusual  and  that 
that  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  a  year  of  pre-registration  experi- 
ence, but  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  general  principles  suggests 
that  there  is  room  for  improvement.  Knowing  where  to  turn 
for  self-help  on  the  bookshelf  is  not  sutliciently  understood.

Script  charges 

Your  correspondent,  L.  Guthrie  (Decem- 
ber 19,  1970,  p  850),  prompts  me  to  sug- 
gest that  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Social 
Services  may  have  been  influenced  by 
existing  schemes  which  are  in  operation 
on  the  mainland  of  Europe. 

In  Scandinavia  the  pharmacist  prices 
the  prescription  at  the  time  of  dispensing. 
Swedish  pharmacies  were  nationalised  on 
January  1,  1970.  However,  the  Swedish 
pharmacists  have  indicated  that  they  are 
not  pessimistic  about  the  change  and  are 
to  continue  to  run  an  efficient  economical 
system  for  the  benefit  of  both  the  public 
and  the  pharmacist. 

In  France  the  pharmacist  fixes  triple 
price  tickets  to  his  packs.  These  are  per- 
forated so  that  at  the  time  of  dispensing 
one  portion  of  the  stamp  is  removed  and 
attached  to  the  prescription  form,  one  is 
attached  to  the  pharmacy  "ledger"  and 
the  third  portion  remains  with  the  medi- 
cine, where  it  may  be  used  for  a  reclaim 
of  charges  by  the  patient. 

Both  of  the  foregoing  methods  of  pricing 
are  not  too  onerous  but  the  countries  con- 
cerned use  original  unit  packs.  I  have 
always  believed  in  the  positive  as  opposed 


to  the  negative  approach  when  confronted 
w  ith  a  disagreeable  situation,  whether  it  be 
brought  about  by  an  awkward  patient  or 
a  difficult  Minister. 

Should  we  not  press  for  unit  packs 
allied  with  extra  payment  for  accounting 
staff  so  that  a  cost-related  scheme  may 
be  brought  about?  In  saying  this  I  do 
not  disagree  with  Mr  W.  M.  Darling,  the 
Society's  president,  concerning  the  effect 
on  patients.  However,  if  we  are  forced  into 
considering  the  cost-related  scheme,  pres- 
sure for  an  advantage  to  pharmacy  might 
make  the  Minister  realise  that  the  savings 
may  not  be  real.  Alternatively,  pharmacy 
would  be  better  off!  (I  think  the  former 
more  likely.) 

Has  L.  Guthrie  considered  that  the  cost 
of  paying  the  present  Pricing  Bureau  staffs, 
who  consist  largely  of  young,  unqualified 
(pharmaceutically  speaking)  personnel 
could  go  more  beneficially  towards  pay- 
ing poorly  paid  pharmacists?

NPUM  policy 

The  board  of  directors  of  NPUM  decided 
not  to  offer  Professional  toothpaste  and 
Solo  hair  cream  at  reduced  rates  to  mem- 
bers but  rather  to  "cut  their  losses" 
through  other  dealers  (one  wonders  what 
was  the  matter  with  the  marketing  force 
that  works  for  pharmacy)  and  profess  sur- 
prise that  they  reached  non-chemist  out- 
lets. Is  it  blind  coincidence  that  many  of 
these  directors  are  on  the  NHS  Contrac- 
tors Committee,  at  present  faced  with  stale- 
mate on  the  current  claim? 

Puzzled 

I  would  like  to  add  to  the  letter  of  my 
colleague  Mr  D.  Wright  (December  12, 
1970,  p  822). 

The  trader  concerned  was  reported  to 
the  Society  for  the  sale  of  medicines  from 
a  market  stall  twice  last  year.  At  the 
moment  he  is  selling,  amongst  other 
items,  Lem-Sip  cut  to  3s  3d  from  the 
stall. 

There  may  be  no  legal  restriction  on  the 
sale  of  NPU  specialities  from  stalls  in 
open  markets,  but  the  law  seems  to  be 
flouted  freely  here  without  any  action 
from  the  Society.

Hanx  etc.)  when  required,  rather  than 
launch  potentially  doubtful  lines  which  on 
falling  by  the  wayside,  are  the  subject 
of  what  to  us  seem  wrong-way-round 
excuses.

I  suggest  that  they  did  not  do  their 
homework  properly,  otherwise  they  would 
have  known  that  it  was  senseless  to  intro- 
duce a  greasy  hair  cream  into  what  was 
and  is  a  decreasing  or  static  market  area, 
besides  being  a  small  market  area  in  total. 
The  launching  of  the  toothpaste  was,  in 
my  mind,  also  misguided. 

He  also  says,  "at  the  request  of  mem- 
bers." What  does  this  really  mean?  How 
many  members?  10,  100,  10,000?  I  would 
be  interested  to  know  what  percentage  of 
members  asked  for  these  products  in  the 
first  place.  Were  some  consulted?  for  I 
certainly  was  not. 

I  am  quite  willing  to  support  the  NPU 
by  selling  some  of  the  products,  but  both 
1  and  my  fellow  members  have  the  right 
to  decide  just  what  is  best  for  each  of  us. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  great  error  is 
made  by  the  NPUM  in  that  none  of  the 
members  are  ever  consulted  before  a  new 
product  appears,  after  all  we  are  the  ones 
that  have  to  sell  it  in  the  end.  The  first 
we  hear  of  it  is  either  by  mailing  or  via 
the  area  representative,  in  other  words 
our  views  only  become  known  after  the 
event  and  not  before. 

As  a  shareholder,  I  would  suggest  to 
Mr  Wright  that  if  the  NPUM  revised  their 
ideas  somewhat,  then  they  might  be  saved 
the  embarrassing  penalties  of  having  to 
get  rid  of  products  cheaply  to  other 
dealers.

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A  last  call  for  D-Day  preparations 

The  last  of  the  Decimal  Currency  Board's  campaigns 
was  being  launched  this  week.  The  target  which  is  being 
aimed  at  is  the  general  public,  the  ammunition  being 
newspaper  and  television  advertising  and  a  21 -page  booklet 
to  be  delivered  to  every  household. 

Previously  the  DCB  has  directed  its  campaigns  to 
industry  and  to  retailers.  In  launching  this  latest  pro- 
gramme Lord  Fiske  (chairman,  DCB)  has  a  few  words 
to  say  to  the  small  retailers  who  have  not  so  far  under- 
taken much  in  the  way  of  preparation.  He  again  warned 
them  that  they  must  get  down  to  the  task  or  they  may 
find  themselves  at  a  severe  disadvantage. 

For  those  and  others  who  might  like  to  check  that  their 
arrangements  are  as  advanced  as  possible  we  give  below 
a  list  of  reminders  drawn  up  by  the  DCB. 

Draw  decimal  bronze  coins  for  changcgiving  by 
February  10  (orders  to  local  banks  well  in  advance)  —  if 
you  intend  to  go  decimal  during  the  week  of  D-Day. 

Draw  £sd  cash  for  wages  and  changegiving  before 
banks  close  on  Wednesday  February  10. 

Check  night  safe  and  other  special  banking  requirements 
during  the  closed  period.  Discuss  arrangements  with  local 
bank  manager. 

Arrange  for  paying  in  from  D-Day  of  cheques  previously 
drawn  in  £sd  —  revise  stalT  training  on  entering  decimal 
amounts  on  cheques  and  paying-in  slips. 

Revise  training  of  counter  staff  who  advise  customers  on 
paying  by  cheque  for  counter  purchases. 

Decide  date  to  decimalise  own  books  —  harmonise 
with  banking  change  on  February  15  where  possible. 

Determine  timetable  for  changing  to  decimal  wages. 
(PAYE  tables  in  decimal.  National  Insurance  stamps  in 
decimal  from  D-Day).  Keep  employees  fully  informed. 

Check  final  dates  for  conversion  or  replacement  of  cash 
registers,  adding  and  weighing  machines. 

Consider  stop-gap  measures  to  use  machines,  awaiting 
final  conversion  after  D-Day,  or  those  converted  to  decimal 
before  D-Day  and  train  staff  on  new  machines. 

Decide  when  (if  at  all)  to  start  dual  pricing,  and  deter- 
mine ending  date  for  dual  pricing. 

Give  a  final  polish  to  staff  training  with  a  last  stage 
revision  (TV  series  at  9am  (BBC  1)  and  2.30pm  (BBC  2) 
Mondays  to  Fridays,  January  25-February  5). 

Make  up  cash  floats  with  decimal  bronze  coins  and  extra 


5p;  determine  special  arrangements  for  frequent  collection 
and  bagging  of  low-value  £sd  coins  to  be  received  from 
customers.  Instruct  staff  on  use  of  6d  coins  as  2|p. 

Announce  date  for  a  change  to  a  decimal  shop,  but 
make  it  clear  that  all  money  will  be  accepted  in  your  shop 
both  before  and  after  you  go  decimal  and  that  giving 
change  will  be  easier  if  customers  use  low-value  coins  of 
"the  other  currency"  in  lots  of  6d\2\p.  "Give  more  and 
get  change"  remains  the  password  for  dealing  with  cus- 
tomers speedily. 

The  goodwill  and  reputation  for  fair  trading  will  be  on 
test  from  D-Day.  It  is  important  to  keep  your  share  of 
the  market. 

Windows  to  watch 

The  use  of  pharmacy  windows  to  attract  custom  or  create 
interest  in  a  company's  range  is  becoming  a  thing  of  the 
past  in  Britain.  Huge  sheets  of  glass,  giving  unobstructed 
views  of  the  interior,  are  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception 
when  modernisation  is  carried  out. 

Yet  things  are  apparently  very  different  in  some  places 
on  the  Continent.  A  correspondent  writes  that  in  Austria 
there  is  intense  competition  between  manufacturers  for  a 
share  of  the  available  space  and  pharmacists  are  continu- 
ally raising  their  "rent."  Window  "decorators" — small  win- 
dow dressing  companies — have  been  accused  of  practising 
"piracy"  to  gain  space  and  fees.  Drug  companies  have  been 
outbidding  one  another,  usually  in  free  goods  —  often 
exceeding  the  cost  of  at  least  a  small  advertisement  in  a 
local  newspaper.  Things  reportedly  got  so  bad  the  pharma- 
cists' professional  society  appealed  to  members'  ethics  and 
to  the  industry  to  put  the  "brakes"  on  the  "window  deco- 
rators." 

The  industry  has  drafted  a  code  including  minimum 
space  to  be  allocated  for  each  display  piece;  duration  of 
display  of  at  least  four  weeks  must  be  secure;  signatory 
firms  to  inform  one  another  about  any  bad  conduct  of 
decorators;  an  arbitration  board  will  deal  with  any  viola- 
tions by  either  "decorators"  or  member  companies. 

We  do  not  suggest  that  the  conditions  obtaining  in 
Austria  would  be  welcome  here,  but  the  events  recounted 
may  offer  a  lesson  for  those  who  still  have  windows  to  fill. 
Too  often  we  see  poor  and  unattractive  displays — they  are 
a  deterrent  to  customers  who  look  to  the  pharmacist  for 
competence  and  efficiency.  Shop  space  is  too  valuable  to 
squander  —  it  must  be  made  to  work  for  the  business. 


I  have  read  that  business  entertaining 
is  now  allowable  again  following  a 
court  decision.  Is  that  correct  ? 

In  a  recent  case  involving  a  newspaper  the 
court  decided  that  entertaining  of  those  who 
supplied  news  or  copy  was  incurred  in  the 
provision  of  that  which  it  was  a  newspaper's 
trade  to  provide — i.e.  news.  That  principle 
could  be  applied  to  other  trades  and  to  this 


extent,  therefore,  it  would  seem  that  "dis- 
allowance" can  no  longer  be  maintained. 

The  Companies  Acts  say  that  a  com- 
pany must  keep  proper  books  of 
account.  As  with  most  pharmacies 
ours  is  a  cash  trade  and  we  merely 
keep  a  cash  book  to  record  our 
takings  and  expenses.  We  also  have 
all  our  bills  and  the  bank  statements 
which  we  compare  with  our  cash 
book.  Is  this  sufficient  ? 

It  is  thought  that  in  addition  a  private  ledger 
to  record  assets  and  liabilities  would  be 


essential,  but  otherwise  your  records, 
though  by  no  means  elaborate,  are  probably 
adequate  in  your  business. 

How  should  I  value  stock  please  ?  I 
have  always  used  cost  less  an 
allowance  for  slow-moving  lines.  Do 
you  consider  that  proceedure  satis- 
factory ? 

The  correct  basis  is  "cost  or  lower  market 
value."  The  difficulty  arises  in  assessing 
lower  market  value.  The  general  concensus 
in  most  cases  now,  however,  is  a  price, 
lower  than  cost,  which  you  would  expect 
to  receive  on  sale. 
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PROFESSIONAL  NEWS 


IDA  says  €no' 
to  a  higher 
dispensing  fee 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  in  Dublin  on  December  10 
included  discussion  of  the  question  of  in- 
creasing the  professional  dispensing  fee  by 
Is  to  meet  the  increase  recently  awarded 
to  employees  in  pharmary  as  a  result  of 
representations  made  to  the  Association 
by  the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Work- 
ers and  Clerks. 

It  was  decided  that  the  time  was  not 
opportune,  nor  was  it  in  keeping  with 
the  spirit  sought  by  the  Government,  to 
try  and  arrest  price  increases  in  an  effort 
to  prevent  any  inflationary  increases.  It 
was  also  deemed  that  a  possible  head-on 
clash  could  occur  with  the  Prices  and 
Incomes  (Temporary  Provisions)  Bill, 
1970,  if  the  fee  were  increased  and  it  was 
decided  that  it  would  be  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  pharmacists  to  defer  the  matter  for 
the  present. 

Mr  W.  J.  Dalton  reported  on  the  re- 
organising of  local  associations  in  his 
area  to  conform  with  the  Midland 
Regional  body  established  by  the  1970 
Health  Act.  It  was  agreed  that  this  was 
a  most  excellent  pattern  which  could  be 
followed  by  other  regions. 

Clash  of  meetings  deplored 

The  chairmen  of  four  Regional  groups, 
and  the  selected  representative  of  a  fifth 
group  were  present  at  the  meeting  and 
spoke  on  behalf  of  their  groups.  It  was 
explained  that  a  meeting  of  representatives 
of  the  Health  bodies  was  being  held  the 
same  night  and  this  clash  was  deplored 
as  was  the  fact  that  on  previous  occasions 
similar  meetings  had  clashed  with  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Association. 

This  was  considered  especially  unsatis- 
factory since  the  dates  and  times  of  the 
Association's  monthly  meetings  are  well 
known  to  officers  of  official  pharmacy.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  because  of  the  clash 
of  meetings,  the  representative  of  one 
Regional  Group  was  placed  in  an  awk- 
ward position  in  deciding  which  meeting 
to  attend. 

It  was  also  regretted  that  the  Regional 
meeting  had  been  called  over  the  heads 
of  the  chairmen  of  the  Regional  groups 
who  were  denied  the  opportunity  of  brief- 
ing their  representatives  or  having  the 
representatives  attend  a  prior  regional 
meeting  It  was  considered  that  a  secre- 
tariat, on  the  lines  spelled  out  at  the 
September  meeting  of  the  IDA  Committee 
should  be  established  early  in  the  new 
year  even  though  it  now  appeared  that 
the  extension  of  the  Health  Services  to 
the  lower  income  group  had  been  shelved 
indefinitely  because  the  terms  offered  to 
the  doctors  had  been  turned  down  by 
them  as  unacceptable. 

The  formation  of  a  new  professional 
structure  in  pharmacy  was  reported  by 


the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  and 
a  discussion  on  this  proposal  occupied  the 
major  part  of  the  meeting.  It  was  decided 
that  more  information  should  be  supplied 
by  the  Society  before  any  helpful  sug- 
gestions or  contributions  could  be  made 
by  the  IDA  on  the  proposal,  or  before 
anything,  could  be  put  before  members 
of  the  Association. 

Many  matters  of  a  routine  nature  were 
discussed,  including  discussion  on  the  posi- 
tion of  pharmacists  who  had  been  "caught 
out"  by  cashing  what  transpired  to  be 
"dud"  cheques  during  the  recent  bank 
strike.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the  meeting 
that  the  Association  could  not  do  very 
much  in  such  cases.  However,  it  was  sug- 
gested that  any  members  experiencing 
problems  in  connection  with  the  bank 
strike  should  report  them  to  the  Asso- 
ciation who  would  take  them  up  with 
the  Irish  Banks'  Standing  Committee 
through  the  Federation  of  Trades'  Asso- 
ciation. 

Course  rescheduled 

The  Irish  Drug  Association-Irish  Man- 
agement Institute  night-time  course  in 
management  which  was  cancelled  due  to 
lack  of  support  (December  12.  p  824)  has 
been  rescheduled  for  six  evenings,  January 
19,  21,  26  and  28  and  February  2  and  4. 

Sessions  will  be  held  at  the  Irish  Man- 
agement Institute,  186  Orwell  Road, 
Dublin. 

The  residential  course  mentioned  in  the 
earlier  report  is  to  be  held  March  7-10. 
Fee  is  £40.

NewJIC  scales 
effective 
January  4 

The  new  salary  scales  for  retail  phar- 
macy agreed  by  the  Joint  Industrial 
Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy,  England 
and  Wales  come  into  operation  on  the 
first  pay  day  following  January  4. 

A  feature  of  the  new  scales  is  that  the 
equal  pay  principle  has  been  extended  to 
dispensing  assistants. 

It  has  been  agreed  that  in  future  there 
will  be  no  need  to  include  a  scale  for 
"shop  assistants  (other  than  apprentices) 
male"  since  few  are  believed  to  be  em- 
ployed in  retail  pharmacy."  The  former 
description  "all  other  male  workers 
(other  than  apprentices)"  is  now  con- 
sidered to  be  inappropriate  and  has 
been  replaced  by  the  description  "por- 
ters" 

The  new  scales  are  as  follows 
Pharmacist  Managers  and  Manageresses 

Annual  salaries  are  determined  by  the 
total  retail  turnover  figure,  including 
National  Health  Service  dispensing,  for 
the  last  completed  trading  year.

What  part  does  the  representative  play  in  the  pharmaceutical  scene  today? 
Is  he  valuable  as  a  source  of  advice  and  information  or  is  he  merely  an 
order  taker?  How  many  representatives  does  a  chemist  see  each  week? 
Does  he  want  an  appointment  system  —  and  does  he  get  it?  The  author 
of  this  article  went  on  the  road  himself  to  get  the  answers  to  these  and 
other  questions.  The  views  of  manufacturers  and  of  the  representative  him- 
self will  be  the  subject  of  articles  in  the  coming  weeks. 


The  week  before  I  started  to  compile  this 
report  it  happened  that  I  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  two  representatives  "in 
action"  in  a  retail  pharmacy. 

The  first  time  1  thought  the  "rep"  was 
appallingly  brash  and  insensitive;  on  the 
second  occasion  the  pharmacist  was 
shockingly  rude.  So  I  was  prepared  to  hear 
a  tale  of  woe  all  round. 

But  not  so.  In  talks  with  a  cross-sec- 
tion of  independent  chemists  in  London 
and  the  Midlands,  descriptions  such  as 
"very  helpful,"  "efficient,"  "very  good" 
and  "courteous"  were  frequently  used. 

Not  that  everybody  was  complimentary. 
"Very  pushing"  was  said  more  than  once, 
plus  individual  comments  such  as  "twenty 
five  per  cent  of  the  representatives  I  see 
I  wouldn't  employ  as  van  drivers;"  "why 
can't  they  take  no  for  an  answer?"  and 
"brash,  arrogant  and  uneducated." 

Generally,  however,  the  pharmacist  and 
his  beauty  counter  girl  feel  that  the  rep- 
resentative is  doing  a  worthwhile  job  and 
positively  aids  him  to  sell  more  and  to 
be  more  effective  in  his  buying. 

Ethical  v.  cosmetics 

The  rep  for  the  over-the-counter  ethical 
houses  gets  full  marks.  Comments  such  as, 
"he  is  always  patient,  will  listen  to  a 
point  of  view,  supply  details  of  the  latest 
developments  and  generally  be  very  help- 
ful" were  common.  "A  lot  of  ethical  reps 
were  formerly  pharmacists  and  so  we  talk 
the  same  language;"  and  "the  ethical  rep 
is  completely  different  from  the  cosmetic 
rep.  He  is  of  a  much  higher  level  and 
knows  a  lot  about  the  medical  implica- 
tions of  his  product"  were  two  other  com- 
ments, although  one  older  pharmacist  said 
with  regret,  "I'm  afraid  the  days  are  long 
gone  when  the  rep  was  automatically 
qualified  and  had  MPS  after  his  name." 

Almost  unanimously  chemists  make  two 
divisions  when  discussing  cosmetic  and 
general  reps  —  they  divide  them  accord- 
ing to  their  age  and  the  houses  they 
represent.  "Young"  representatives  are 
widely  condemned  as  "brash,"  "pushing," 


"rude,"  "uneducated."  Some  pharmacists 
are  amused  by  the  fact  that  they  have 
learned  a  sales  spiel  by  heart  and  reel  it 
off,  come  what  may. 

Many  who  condemn  the  representative 
for  his  sales  techniques  also  blame  the 
manufacturers,  who,  they  believe,  place 
undue  pressure  on  their  salesmen  to 
achieve  targets.  Rightly  or  wrongly  the 
pressure  is  associated  with  certain  houses 
which  come  in  for  almost  universal  con- 
demnation. Wholesalers'  reps  carrying 
agency  lines  were  also  bitterly  criticised 
and,  on  the  whole,  the  smaller  manufac- 
turers are  thought  to  employ  a  better 
quality  person. 

On  this  point  a  typical  comment  from 
a  central  London  assistant  was:  "Big 
cosmetic  house  reps  tend  to  feel  that  they 
own  the  premises  the  moment  they  walk 
in  and  expect  to  tell  me  what  to  order. 
Smaller  houses  tend  to  be  more  courteous. 
The  type  of  rep  is  very  different  from  a 
few  years  ago.  No  longer  does  the  manu- 
facturer look  for  courteousness  and  good 
manners  but  chooses  them  if  they  are 
pretty!  The  majority  of  large  houses 
employ  lady-killers  —  with  few  other 
qualifications  apparently." 

Generally,  for  cosmetics  and  general 
products  women  representatives  get  higher 
marks  for  courtesy  and  helpfulness  — ■ 
from  both  sexes! 

Lack  of  continuity 

Most  of  the  above  comments  are  shaped 
by  the  interaction  of  the  personality  of 
the  individual  representative  and  the 
pharmacist  or  his  assistant,  but,  more 
objectively,  nearly  every  chemist  inter- 
viewed regretted  the  lack  of  continuity  of 
service.  Here  are  typical  comments : 

"We  see  one  face  three  times  and  never 
again." 

"There  is  a  tendency  these  days  to 
change  the  rep  quite  frequently  and  thus 
we  never  know  who  is  going  to  appear 
from  a  particular  manufacturer." 

"Unfortunately  we  get  a  lot  of  changes 
in  this  area  and  if  we  don't  know  a  man 
how  can  we  place  confidence  in  him?" 

"Reps  change  so  rapidly  these  days  that 
they  can't  expect  to  have  a  clue  what  is 
good  and  what  is  bad  and  consequently 
waste  a  lot  of  time  trying  to  sell  you 
something  which  happens  to  be  worthless 
in  your  particular  district." 

Frequency  of  visits 

Most  representatives  seem  to  call  at  6-12 
week  intervals  and  there  is  a  general  feel- 
ing that  the  average  of  eight  weeks  is 
"a  little  too  frequent."  One  is  tempted  to 
think  that  they  all  go  round  hand-in-hand 
because  of  40  chemists  interviewed  35 
said  they  all  came  in  the  same  week. 

Most  pharmacists  or  their  assistants  see 
between  30  and  40  representatives  each 
month.  More  than  once  representatives  of 
agency  lines  were  criticised  for  the  irregu- 
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larity  of  their  visits  —  in  one  instance, 
2-3  weeks  for  a  short  time  and  then  not 
for  4-5  months. 

In  spite  of  complaints  about  the  bunch- 
ing together  of  calls,  only  one  chemist 
interviewed  operated  an  appointment-only 
system  and  one  other  limited  rep's  calls  to 
two  days  in  the  week.  It  is  generally  felt 
that  appointments  are  awkward  for  the 
pharmacist  and  the  representative  alike  and 
ties  them  down  to  arrangements  which 
might  prove  awkward  on  the  actual  day. 

However,  many  send  out  stock  cards  in 
advance  of  their  calls  —  usually  about 
two  days  ahead. 

Stock  cards  and  stock  checking 

Attitudes  vary  considerably  here,  from 
chemists  who  always  complete  the  cards 
and  never  let  the  representative  take  stock, 
to  those  who  give  representatives  the  run 
of  their  shelves.  The  majority  welcome 
stock  checks  by  reps.  Typical  comments : 

"I  let  some  of  the  cosmetic  reps  make 
up  their  own  orders  by  checking  shelf 
stocks,  but  I  always  do  this  for  patent 
medicines." 

"Some  are  very  keen  to  check  stocks 
and  advise  how  much  to  order  while 
others  refuse  to  do  so  and  send  in  an 
order  card  two  days  before  their  visit  in 
the  hope  that  I  will  fill  it  in.  Basically, 
I  prefer  to  do  this  because  I  know  how 
my  own  stock  moves." 

"All  the  reps  who  visit  us  are  allowed 
to  check  stocks  and  they  advise  us  how 
much  to  re-order." 

"If  I  know  a  rep  well  I'm  willing  to  let 
him  check  stock  and  tell  me  what  I  need 
for  the  next  eight  weeks." 

"Only  one  rep  does  his  own  checking. 
He  has  been  calling  for  a  long  time  and 
I'm  happy  for  him  to  do  so." 

"We  are  particularly  glad  for  a  rep  to 
check  items  such  as  hair  colourants 
because  this  can  be  very  time-consuming. 

"Good  reps  are  priceless.  Without  them 
I  would  have  to  spend  the  best  part  of 
my  day  on  the  phone  placing  orders  or 
checking  shelf  stocks." 

"As  long  as  they  do  it  carefully  I'm 
happy  for  them  to  check  stocks  and  make 
suggestions  as  to  what  I  should  offer,  pro- 
viding they  give  me  an  opportunity  to 
check  their  work  and  in  a  final  analysis 
give  me  a  free  hand  about  what  I  order." 

Back-up  services 

How  far  is  the  rep  today  just  an  order 
taker?  Some  are,  others  go  out  of  their 
way  to  be  helpful. 

Most  chemists  feel  that  the  attitude  of 
the  rep  mirrors  that  of  the  employers: 
"On  the  whole  we  get  very  good  advice 
on  display  material." 

"Some    reps    just    don't    want    to  know 
about  return  material." 
"None   is   qualified   to   olfer   advice  on 
selling  techniques." 

"Co-operation  between  manufacturer 
and  rep  is  often  sadly  lacking.  Orders  are 
not  serviced  properly  and  promises  made 
by  reps  are  later  refuted  by  his  employer." 
"I  get  a  lot  of  information  about  sales 
aids,  testers  and  samplers." 
"Cosmetic  companies  are  bad.  Their  reps 
are  very  mean  with  testers." 


A  new  idea  in  tamper-proof  closures, 
claimed  to  afford  permanent  and  safe  pro- 
tection, is  being  offered  for  manufacture 
under  licence. 

The  closure,  the  Tampalox  embodies  a 
simple  locking  device  which  operates  by 
means  of  a  code  (elementary  or  compli- 
cated as  desired).  It  has  these  features: 

□  The  locking  device  can  be  used  re- 
peatedly 

D  The  closure  can  be  applied  to  any 
size  container 

□  The  locking  principle  can  be  applied 
to  any  type  of  closure. 

□  The  closure  and  locking  ring  can  be 
manufactured  in  plastic  or  aluminium 

□  The  closure  can  be  used  with  plastic, 
metal  of  glass  containers 

□  The  cost  is  usually  the  same  as  exist- 
ing closures,  or  for  some  types,  frac- 
tionally higher. 

There  are  two  versions  of  the  push-on 
closure.  To  open  type  A,  a  simple  code, 
marked  on  both  the  closure  and  the  lock- 
ing-iing.  must  be  aligned,  and  the  closure 
then  withdrawn.  A  young  child  would  not 
understand  the  code  or  the  operation  which 
relates  to  it,  and  thus  an  extremely  effec- 
tive precaution  is  achieved.  The  code 
lends  itself  to  infinite  variations. 

To  close  type  A  the  closure  is  pushed 
on  in  the  open  position  so  that  the  lugs 
descend  through  corresponding  slots  in 
the  locking-ring  attached  to  the  container. 
When  in  place,  the  closure  is  held  while 
the  locking-ring  is  revolved.  The  lugs  in 
the  closure  slide  round  in  the  groove  of 
the  locking-ring  and  no  longer  coincide 
— the  closure  is  now  locked.  The  locking- 
ring  can  be  either  fixed  or  floating. 

If  a  more  complicated  locking  device 
is  required,  a  second  ring  can  be  used 
which  would  ensure  that  only  an  adult 
who  knew  the  code  would  be  able  to 
open  the  container. 

The  code  letters,  numbers  or  marks 
which  form  the  basic  part  of  this  system, 
can  be  moulded  on  the  closure  and  con- 
tainer (self  material),  or  hot  blocked  with 
a  combination  of  the  manufacturer's  name. 

The  type  B  variation  has  a  locking- 
ring  incorporated  in  the  closure  itself. 
This  aligns  with  marks  on  the  head  of 
the  container,  the  same  code  principle 
being  used. 

For  screw-on  closure  the  same  Tampalox 
principle  is  applied,  but  with  variations 
to  suit  the  type  of  closure  and  screw. 

Because  the  basic  design  is  simple  exist- 
ing tools  for  the  manufacture  of  containers 
can  be  used,  with  only  slight  modifica- 
tions, to  incorporate  the  locking  principle. 

One  of  the  advantages  claimed  for  the 
system  is  that  the  locking  device  can  be 
used  repeatedly. 

Among  the  possible  users  are  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers  who  could  pack 
drugs  in  containers  with  two  seals,  the  first 
seal  of  which  has  to  be  broken  to  move 
the  coded  ring,  or  rings,  and  the  second 
permanent. 

Pharmacists  might  also  be  able  to  dis- 
pense drugs  in  the  Tampalox  container  to 
ensure  safety  in  use,  it  is  suggested. 

Patents  are  pending  on  the  design.  De- 
tails may  be  obtained  from  Unique  Con- 
tainers Ltd,  c/o  Standard  Bank,  1 17  Park 
Lane,  London  W  1.

British  Veterinary  Codex 
Supplement  1970 


The  main  purpose  of  the  British  Veterin- 
ary Codex  has  been  to  provide  standards 
of  quality  for  the  drugs  and  preparations 
used  in  veterinary  medicine,  together  with 
authoritative  information  on  their  actions 
and  uses.  That  function  was  adequately 
fulfilled  in  the  two  editions  of  the  Codex 
as  published  in  1953  and  1965.  but  during 
the  five  years  which  followed,  some 
significant  progress  has  undoubtedly 
occurred  in  the  veterinary  field  where  the 
emphasis  on  the  importance  of  animal 
health  is  today  greater  than  ever  before. 

The  British  Veterinary  Codex  Com- 
mittee have  therefore  published  a  Supple- 
ment to  the  current  edition  of  the  Codex 
in  order  to  provide  up-to-date  information 
relating  to  the  changes  in  modern  practice 
and  the  new  drugs  which  have  been 
introduced. 

Like  the  parent  volume,  the  Supplement 
is  mainly  divided  into  three  parts  and 
in  these  the  principal  amendments  and 
additions  are  to  be  found. 

Part  I 

There  are  38  new  monographs  on  drugs 
which  exemplify  the  main  lines  of 
development  in  veterinary  medicine. 
Some  of  these  are  of  recent  origin  and 
a  distinct  advance  in  a  particular  sphere, 
whilst  others  are  well-established  com- 
pounds which  have  not  previously  re- 
ceived official  veterinary  recognition. 

The  anthelmintics  comprise  the  largest 
and  most  widely  used  group  of  veterinary 
drugs  and  the  Supplement  describes 
several  newcomers  which  can  reinforce 
the  attack  on  an  ever  prevalent  problem 
in  livestock.  Dunamidine  and  niclosamide 
have  a  specific  action  against  tapeworm; 
nitroxynil  and  oxyclozanide  present  a 
new  front  against  liver  fluke;  pardenda- 
zole  and  pyrantel  are  used  against  round- 
worm infestation;  and  tetramisole  has 
activity  against  both  roundworms  and 
lungworms.  Illustrative  of  the  high  efficacy 
of  the  modern  sheep  dip  is  the  organo- 
phosphorus  compound,  pyrithamate.  This 
new  contact  pesticide,  when  made  up  as 
a  dip  can  protect  treated  sheep  for  the 
full  season  against  "fly  strike."  Likewise 
for  use  in  the  poultry  industry,  where 
coccidiosis  frequently  causes  heavy  losses, 
the  Supplement  describes  two  new  cocci- 
diostats  of  the  quinolate  group,  namely 
decoquinate  and  methyl  benzoquate  for 
continuous  administration  as  premix 
feeds  to  broiler  chickens. 

Antibiotics  which  now  have  a  place  are 
cephaloridine — a  broad-spectrum  anti- 
bacterial, and  tylosin  which  is  used  to 
control  respiratory  mycoplasmosis  in 
chickens  and  infectious  sinusitis  in 
turkeys.  A  sparingly  soluble  benzathine 
salt  of  cloxacillin  is  included  for  use  in 
dry  cows  as  a  slow-release  intramammary 
injection;  and  there  are  also  mono- 
graphs for  chloramphenicol  sodium  suc- 
cinate— a  soluble  salt  for  the  preparation 
of  an  injection — and  for  erythromycin 
thiocyanate,  which,  being  soluble,  is  used 


to  medicate  drinking  water  and  premixes. 

Continuing  developments  in  the  steroid 
field  are  exemplified  by  the  presence  of 
three  progestogens.  These  have  the  ability 
to  suppress  the  release  of  gonadotrophins 
from  the  anterior  pituitary  gland  and  are 
used  to  suppress  or  postpone  ovulation 
and  oestrus:  flugestone  and  medroxypro- 
gesterone are  used  as  vaginal  tampons  in 
ewes  to  synchronise  oestrus  during  the 
breeding  season;  megestrol  has  a  similar 
action  and  is  given  by  mouth  to  bitches 
as  a  means  of  preventing  or  postponing 
oestrus.  Another  advance  of  a  similar 
kind  is  to  be  found  in  methallibure — an 
entirely  new  compound  used  in  pigs  to 
control  the  time  of  oestrus  and  also  in 
poultry  to  delay  ovulation  until  all  the 
birds  reach  the  desired  level  of  maturity. 

The  Supplement  does  not  deal  solely 
with  new  drugs:  it  now  embraces  some 
which  are  well-established  therapeutic 
agents,  as  for  example  griseofulvin,  para- 
cetamol, methohexitone  and  sulphamethi- 
zole.  Surprising  to  many,  in  view  of  the 


toxic  hazards  so  long  associated  with  the 
element,  will  be  the  monagraphs  on 
arsanilic  acid  and  sodium  arsanilate  which 
have  been  re-introduced  as  additives  to 
feed  and  drinking  water  respectively,  their 
use  being  to  promote  growth  and  control 
enteric  infections  in  pigs  and  poultry. 

Part  II 

The  biological  products  of  the  Supplement 
are  mainly  antisera  and  vaccines,  and 
these  play  an  important  part  in  control- 
ling many  animal  diseases  for  which  there 
is  no  other  specific  therapy.  The  advances, 
however,  in  the  manufacture,  and  in  the 
testing  of  these  products  have  been  so 
extensive  that  it  was  found  necessary  to 
provide  a  completely  revised  text. 

Important  additions  include  vaccines  to 
protect  poultry  against  such  diseases  as 
infectious  bronchitis,  epidemic  tremor  and  \ 
infectious  laryngotracheitis.  For  cattle  a 
further  weapon  against  contagious  abor- 
tion is  provided  by  a  Brucella  Abortus 
(Strain  45/20)  vaccine.  This  new  vaccine 
has  low  agglutinogenic  characteristics  and 
can  be  used  for  the  active  immunisation 
of  adult  cattle,  whereas  the  well-known 
strain  19  vaccine  is  restricted  to  calves 
under  six  months  of  age.

There  is  a  monograph  on  Botulinum 
vaccines  for  active  immunisation  of 
domestic  animals  against  botulism  caused 
by  Clostridium  botulinum  types  C  or  D; 
and  there  is  a  new  monograph  on  Black 
Disease  vaccine  (Clostridium  oedematiens 
Type  B)  for  use  in  cattle  and  sheep.  Like- 
wise there  are  two  new  vaccines  for 
tetanus:  toxoid  is  for  immunisation  of 
animals  other  than  equines  and  the  other 
specifically  for  equines.  A  new  piglet 
enteritis  antiserum  provides  passive  pro- 
tection against  enteritis  caused  by  strains 
of  Escherichia  coli;  and  there  are  three 
Salmonella  vaccines,  one  (Pig  Para- 
typhoid Vaccine  Living)  to  protect  pigs, 
and  the  others  [Calf  Paratyphoid  and 
Paratyphoid  vaccines  living]  to  protect 
young  calves. 

Only  two  products  have  been  deleted  in 
this  part  of  the  Supplement,  these  being 
Louping-ill  vaccine  and  Rinderpest  anti- 
serum; but  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  titles  of  some  of  the  preparations. 
The  changes  have  no  doubt  been  made  in 
the  interests  of  scientific  exactitude,  as  for 
example  Braxy  vaccine  now  becomes 
Clostridium  Septicum  vaccine.  Blackleg 
vaccine  is  changed  to  Clostridium 
chauvoei  vaccine  and  Fowl  Typhoid  vac- 
cine will  be  called  Salmonella  Gallinarum 
vaccine. 

Part  III 

Sixty  monographs  in  this  section  describe 
a  variety  of  formulations  in  which  the 
newly  official  drugs  are  incorporated.  They 
include  dips,  dispersible  powders,  injec- 
tions, mixtures,  powders,  soluble  powders, 
premixes,  suspensions,  ointments,  tablets 
and  tampons.  According  to  the  proper- 
ties of  the  drug,  the  formulation  is  de- 
signed to  facilitate  dosing  either  indi- 
vidually or  to  large  numbers  of  animals 
or  birds.  Powders  which  are  insoluble,  for 
example,  are  mixed  with  dry  feed  or 
made  into  a  drench,  and  soluble  powders 
can  be  added  to  drinking  water  as  may 
be  required. 

A  new  type  of  formulation  is  the  Oral 
Paste  or  Electuary  in  which  the  medica- 
ment is  mixed  with  a  suitable  edible 
diluent  in  the  form  of  a  paste.  This  is 
packed  in  a  container  designed  to  deliver 
measured  doses  for  direct  insertion  into 
the  back  of  the  animal's  mouth.  The 
official  oral  pastes  are  bephenium  for 
dosing  lambs  haloxon  with  cobalt  and 
copper,  and  hexachlorophane  for  cattle 
and  sheep.  There  are  also  for  the  first 
time,  official  monographs  relating  to 
medicated  pellets,  viz,  Haloxon  and  Thia- 
bendazole. These  are  made  up  to  stan- 
dard strengths  in  a  cereal  diluent  suitable 
for  dosing  livestock. 

Changes  and  additions 

Numerous  amendments  to  the  monographs 
of  substances  and  preparations  can  be 
noted  throughout  the  Supplement.  Many 
are  of  a  minor  nature  but  reflect  the 
higher  specifications  and  improved  stan- 
dards of  purity  which  now  prevail.  Others 
relate  to  a  dosage  change  as  with  Iron- 
Dextran  injection  in  piglets;  or  to  the 
toxicity  hazards  attached    to  the  organo- 


phosphorus  dips  and  the  information  to 
be  provided  on  the  containers  for  such 
compounds.  Similarly,  injections  are  to  be 
labelled  with  precise  information  as  to 
content  and  expiry  date.  In  other  instances 
the  action  and  uses  of  a  drug  have  been 
amended  as  with  thiabendazole  whilst  in 
others  again  as  with  atropine  sulphate  and 
chlorpromazine  hydrochloride  the  whole 
monograph  has  been  revised. 

Two  further  amendments  may  be  called 
for  in  the  future:  one  relates  to  the  effect 
of  the  Swan  Committee  recommendation 
that  antibiotics  of  value  in  human  medi- 
cine should  not  be  added  to  animal  feeds 
for  purposes  of  growth  promotion.  The 
second  amendment,  much  less  complex, 
concerns  Fowl  Pest  vaccine  living,  the 
use  of  which  has  not  hitherto  been  per- 
mitted in  the  United  Kingdom.  Because 
of  the  huge  scale  of  the  fowlpest  epi- 
demic in  this  country  the  use  of  the  live 
vaccine  has  now  been  legalised. 

Appendices 

Most  of  the  appendices  have  been  revised 
and  amplified  and  there  are  two  additions: 
one  deals  with  thin  layer  chromato- 
graphy as  a  means  of  limiting  certain 
impurities  in  specified  substances  and  for 
detecting  the  presence  of  the  active  in- 
gredient in  certain  specified  preparations. 
Then  the  last  Appendix  provides  a  use- 
ful list  of  non-proprietary  veterinary 
names,  their  chemical  names  and  struc- 
tural formulae  together  with  the  trade 
names.  And  this  coupled  with  a  thera- 
peutic and  pharmacological  index  reaches 
the  end  of  a  volume  which  has  certainly 
succeeded  in  bringing  the  parent  Codex 
up  to  date  and  provides  a  most  compre- 
hensive survey  of  recent  developments  in 
veterinary  medicines.

Many  vitamins 
dearer 

London,  December  30:  Many  of  the  best- 
selling  vitamins  have  been  increased  in 
price  by  varying  amounts.  They  include 
thiamine  (up  15s  kg),  riboflavine  (10s). 
ascorbic  acid  (2s),  nicotinic  acid  (3s)  and 
nicotinamide  (Is).  On  the  reverse  side 
pyridoxine  was  down  5s  kg  and  toco- 
pheryl  acetate  by  15s.  The  higher  rates  for 
salicylic  acid  and  various  salicylates  re- 
ferred to  in  our  last  market  report  and 
which  operate  from  January  1  are  given 
below.  So  far  sodium  salicylate  rates  are 
not  changed. 

The  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry 
is  not  to  impose  anti-dumping  duties  on 
lactic  acid  imported  from  a  manufacturer 
in  the  Netherlands  although  it  was  found 
that  material  was  being  sent  at  dumped 
prices.  The  manufacturer  has  undertaken 
not  to  export  the  acid  at  those  prices. 

Among  crude  drugs  Canada  and  Peru 
balsams,  buchu  leaves,  cascara  and  lyco- 
podium  were  easier.  Marginally  dearer 
were  sarsaparilla  and  witch-hazel  leaves. 
First  offers  of  new  crop  Jamaican  ginger 
were  received.  Brazilian  menthol  continues 
firm. 

The  newly  formed  consortium  for  sales 
of  Italian  bergamot  had  not  begun  quot- 


ing for  the  new  crop  oil.  Outside  the  con- 
sortium up  to  90s  lb  is  asked  for  top 
quality,  which  represents  a  rise  of  7s-8s 
over  the  past  six  weeks. 

Until  D-Day  (February  15)  the  prices  in 
the  schedules  to  the  market  report  will 
be  given  in  both  currencies.  Oils  and 
chemicals  will,  wherever  possible,  be 
quoted  for  metric  quantities.  In  the  case 
of  crude  drugs  it  is  hoped  the  market  will 
also  adopt  the  metric  system  but  the  pro- 
cess is  expected  to  be  more  gradual.
